Tiie present im'entionfs) gcncraH}- relate to niethtids and systems lor facilitating payment 
of a computerized transaction (Application. FKi. 1). llie method and sysient enable a bmer M) 
to select kxu cleclrnnic pa>ment method for a purchase h-om a merchant or seller 34 and obtain 
confumaiion infoniiation fur the transaction. inciucUng a iuiic(iie conilrniation or transaction 
raunbcr . from a computer ofan indcpendcfil third party moiicy transfer systc m 42. {Application, 
MG. ] ; p.age 10. lines 6-19). The method and ,';}'?t(,ni ftirther enable the hii> cr 30 to make iin 
actual pen'meni at a payment location 4S of the inonev transfer system 42 using the unique 
eouririiiation number previuusiy generated. Upon receipt of the funds, the money transfer ?iystcm 
4? notiiies die seller 34 that ihc }->ayii\eni was received and completes the transaction by making 
pa}ment to the seller, f Application, page S, lines 13-20; page 16. lines 9- 19). 

One intportant aspect of tiie claimed subject matter is not the nature of a payLuent in an 
electronic commercial transaction - whether cash or other form of payment - but rather t)ie 
receipt of "an acttia! payment for the transaction at one of a plurahr> of payment locations 
accessible to tlie buyer." (Application, page X, lines 9- ! Olfenjiihasis supplied). "The acfiud 
pa}men! is preferably a cash paymcitt, although p'ayment could also be in the form of a cheek, 
money order, credit card, or the like." { Id., iine^? 10-12). "Upon receiving the payment fr<->m the 
i)uyer at one of the payment locations, the seller is notified over the hiternct that the actual 
payment for the transaction was received at a payment location, and the seller caii then ;>ljip the 
purchased items to the buyer." (Id., lines 1 3-16). 
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Independent claim 16 and iis assncuUed depcndt-nt chiiins arc directed, among other 
things, lo aspects of a method for ciTectiiig a payment from a bu>er 30 to a seller 34 in 
eonnection with an electronic transnoiion nlili/ing amonev transfer system 42. with method stcp5> 
particnliiriy applicable to the money transfer s>siem 42. The claimed method incliidcs the step? 
of assigning :i unique transaction n\imbcr lo a piiymcnt request (FK1. 3, step 130). communicating 
information from the money transfer s>stem lo the selier cnmpriler for displaying at leasi a grand 
total amount and the Lsnique transaction number to the bu>er computer s>'stera < PIG. 3. step ! 34). 
and in respon.se to receipt at the money trmislcr .^ysicm A2 of infoitnation from a payment 
location Itieal computer at a payment iocation associated with the money transfer system that 
pa:,ment in the amount of the grand total amount has been received ai the paymcni iocation. 
communicating a message to the seller computer system tbit pa> n^ent lias been actual!)- made at 
a payment location ( Ap])licauon. page 25, lines 4-18; F!G, 10, operation 282: FIG. 1 1 A; MG, 
14, I > }. The iran.saction is thereafter completed by making payment via the monev transfer 
.system to the seller. (Application, page 2". hnc 17 - page 28. line 4j. 

Independent claim 42 and its associated dependent claims are directed, among other 
Ihingf , to aspects of a system for effecting a pa>'ment trom a buyer to a seller in connection \\ ith 
an electronic transactitm utilizing a n>one>' transfer system, with operations particularly 
tipphcable io the iiioney transier sy.stejii. Claini -^2 is a system comiterpari to method claim 16 
and is supported i\v siniihir references in the application specification. 

h\ particular, claim 42 is directed, among other things, to aspects of an onlin.e commerce 
system havirsg various pa>nient system components including a monc> transfer system 42 
operati\'e lor effecting a payment from a buyer 30 to a selier 34 in connection with an electronic 
transaction. (Application, page 9. lines 12-14; PIG. 1 ). Fhe online commerce system further 
includes a pmiality of payment locations 48 whh payment ioca!ion local computers iAppiicaiion. 
page 1 1, lines i4---23; page 12, lines 7-1 h FIG, 1 ), a net\sork 36 for connecting a buyer ccmiputer 
32 and a seller compiiter 34. and a communication link for connecting the money transfer system 
via a payment gateway 50 to the seller computer. ^Application, page 12. line 12 - page 13. line 
7). 
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1 he moiiey transfer aynlcxx] 42 generates and assigns a unique irarisiiclton number io a 
payment request ihai is in connection with a buyer lrans;icticn-i. (Application, page 10. lines 0-9. 
FIG, I; FIG. 3. step 130; Application, page 14. line 23 - page 15, iine 5i. 

The mousy transfer system 42 is also of^erative for detcntiinirig a prehniinan' tola! 
amcHint required from ilie Iniyer. ('Tliarge.s rckiiiiig to the transaction," Appiicaiion. page 14. 
lines 2-4; FIG. 2; 'lotar* field 186 in FIG. 6B), 

Addititynaiiy. tlie money Iransfcr system 42 is liperative l.> communiLaie transaction 
information to tb.e seller computer fur displaying at least a ^rand tulal a mount and a unique 
tran-sattion number to the huver eomputer systetn. (Grand loial includes •'processing ice , 
Appiicutioa page 14. lines ^>-12; line 21 - page 15, line 9; i'lG. 3. step 134; FIG, 2, steps I OS, 
116. 1 20; 'Vrand lotaf^ field 204 dispsayed to a buyer is shown in FIG. 6B). 

Also, the money tran.sier system 42 i'^ operati\'c to receive confirmation tiiat payment in 
the gi-and total amount hag been received irom the biiver at the payment location, (.'Vppitcation. 
page 1 6. lines 9- i 5; h'lG. 3. operation 144). Further, the money transfer system is operative to 
conmiunicate a message to the seller computer s>';?tem that a payment has beer, actually made at a 
pasment ioeation and lo effect completion tif the iransaction by making payment lo the seller. 
iAppheation, page 10. imes 16-22; FIG. 2, -iteps \AL\ 150; page 2?, lines 17-28). 

Independent claim 68 and its associaieci depen.dent eiaims are directed, among otiier 
things, to a method for effecting a payment from a buyer to a seller in connection with an 
electronic transaction. .As in claims 16 ;md 42, claim 68 relates to an independent money transfer 
system 42 thai tnelndes a pinralify of physical naymcut localions 48 ( FIC}. 1 ). and that generates a 
liniquc transaction nttmber associated with the particular transaction. Additionally the mon ev 
transfer s ystem g enerates a i-equir ed payment am.outn in the l-niver's local cu^-enc^ based oti a 
buyer's local exchange rate. (/Xpplication. page 1 1 . lines 4-13; page 16. line 23 ~ page 1 7. line 
5; page 1 'J, lines 6 - page 2U, line 2: FIG. 6B. 0C\ 6D; RG. 0, step 246; FIG. 1 IB, 1 IC). The 
buyer then physical i\' goes to a payment location. pro\idcs the unique transaction number 
associated vvith the traiisaction. and nvAcs the required payment to the nione>' tran.sier s> stem 
operator at t!?e paynicjit location in the buyer's local currency. The money transfer sx'stem then 
notillcs the seller that the required pa>mc)^i has been made by the buyer. 
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Independent claim 92 and ity a.-si)cijled depondcnt claims arc directed, among oilier 
things, to aspects of a system for clTcctiny a pLiviiient iVom a buyer to a seller in connection with 
an eicctronic transnctiiin utiii/ing a money transCer .system, with oporotionh panieulariv 
appiscable lo liie money ininsfer system, ynd also invoh'ing the payment amount in a bu>-er"s 
local curreticy. Claiin 92 is asvbtem coLinterpart lo mcthoci ciaiin 68 and i.s supporied by similar 
refereisccs in the applieati<:)n specification. 

in particular, claim 92 ig dtiected. among other things, to aspects oi'an online commerce 

j'or ejJccting a paymera from a buyer 30 to a seller 34 in eonncction uitJi an electronic 
iransaction. The online cotnnicrcc system comjulsos various system components having a monc> 
iransfci system 42. a pkiralily oi^pajment locations 48 with fasrnent location local computers 
(.••Vpplication. page 11. lines 14-2.^; page 12. lines 7~! 1; FIG. 1 and a network 3o for eonneeling 
a buyer compuier and a seller computer. ('Xpplication. page 9, lines 1-5). 

The monc} transfer systLni 42 is operati\c for recei\ ing an electronic paymein request 
and assigning a unique transaction number to the payment request. {Application, page U), lines 
6--9. MO, I ; 1-IG. 3. step 130; .Appiicaliim. page N, line 23 - page 15. line 5). Additionally, the 
money traji.sfer sjstem is operatue h> associate a hincr local exehanae rate for the preHminan' 
total amount based upon the lH]}er*s information, and further, the money transfer systcirt is 
iHicrative to generate a required ijrand total amouni expressed in the local ctuTenev oi'the l>uver . 
(<\ppiit.aiifin. page 11, hnes 4- 1 3; Application, page 10. line 23 - page 17. line 3: .Application, 
p.ige 19. line 6 - page 20, line 2; flG. 6B. bC. oD; TIG. ^. .step .240; FIG. IIB, i IC). 

.AJier the reqtiirod grand total amount du.c from the hu>cr i.s determined, the mones' 
transfer system 42 communicates transaction uifomiation to the seller eonipnici system for 
displaying the required amount, the transaction numbei, aixi the payment instrtictions to the 
buyer compuier sy.siem. (FIG. 3, step 134; FIG. 613, OC, 5D). in resp^jn^.- to receipt of 
inforraatioi! that tlie required paytTtent has been received at a payment location, the money 
transfer s>stent 42 eommuj^icates a m«.ssage lo the seller computer system that the required 
pas mem has been made by the buyer and cftects compiclion of tiie transaction by n^aking 
pa> mem to the scUer. ( Applicaiioji, page 16. lines 16-22: MG. 2. steps 140, 150; page 2(>, lines 
20-23; page 27, lines I 7-28; FIG. 0, ^f^ps 256. 2U0]. 
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Indepenik'nt cisim 116 and its associateci ilepenclcnt claims arc directed, iiraong other 
things, tu a method for effecting a payment from a buyer to a ieilcr in connection with ar. 
electronic trausaetioii. As in ciainis 1 6 and 42, claim 1 i 6 relates to an independenl raone> 
iransier system 42 that inchideb a pluraiiiy of pbsical payment locations 48 ( ! "1G. 1 ) and that 
generates a linique transaciion number associated v\ itii the particular- transaction, and a_s in claims 
08 and 02, wherein the payment amount is iii the buyer's local currency. 

Claim I 1 () also iiiclndes the step of storing a unitjue payn-ient request record comprising 
the grand touil amount and the unique transaction number in a staging area 44 associated n\ ith the 
inone>' transfer sysiem 42. where in response to receipt of the unique transaction uunfDer lor a 
paATOcni location !(K-ai conipujcr, the payment reqncst record associated with the unique 
transaction number is retrieved from the staging area, {Application, page lines I ,^^--23; page 
10. Hue 22 - page 1 1, line 3; FIG. 1 ). 

Claim 1 1 6 also includes the steps nf in respoiise to tender fjfiiaynient in the grand total 
amount hy the hu\er at the payment location., communicating a " pavment made" message (.step 
252, FIG. from the payment location local computer to the nioiiey transfer systcjri. and in 
response lo receipt of the "piiyment made" message from the payment location local eumputer, 
commimicating a message step 2^G. FICi. 9) from the money transfer system to the seller 
computer sysieiii thai pa\ mcnt has been actually made at a payment location. (Appiication, page 
24, lines ^i-l 3: FIG. page 26, lines 16-23 - page 27. line 0: FIG, iOi. 

hidependcnt claim 138 and its associated dependent claims are directed, among other 
things, lo aspects of a sv.-stem for effecting a payment from a buyer lo a seller in connection \\ ith 
an elecironie trans'^ciion utilizing a money transfer system, with operations particu!arl>- 
applicable to the money transfer system, and also irsvulving the payment amount in a buyer's 
local currencs , u ith the dual messaging operations of the "payment made" message to the money 
transfer .s> sreni and then to the seller. Claim 1 38 is a system counierpart to tncdiod claim I 1 6 
and is Siipponed by similar references in the application speciilcation. 

In particular, independent claim 138 is directed, among other things, to aspects of ar. 
otilino commerce s\stem having various payment .system components for effecting a payment 
from a bu}cr 30 to a seller 34 in coiinection with an electronic transaction. The online commerce 
system comprises a network-accessible buyer computer 32. a seller computer 34, and a mtMK->' 
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transier system 42 cJectricaliy coiincctc-d \\\ih at least one or moi-c remote pa}'menl locations 48 
having a p;^>irie!il location local compiUer. The oniine commerce system fuvthcr inckules one ur 
moro contmunication links \ ia puymenl gateway 50 ibr eommmiication between the sellc)- 
computer 34 rmd the money transier system 42 and for communication between the money 
traniifer system and the payment locationr^ 4S. (Appiiealion. page 9, lines 1-5; page 1 L lines 
14-23: page 12. lines i-7; page Hues 1-7; FIG. 1: FIG. 14; FIG. 15). 

As in elaims 42 and Q2. claim \ relates to the openilions of lite independent money 
transfer yysiem 42 iliat geuermes and assigns a unique transaeiion number to ihc jiayment request 
Nsherein the required grand total amount is ycncrated in The buyer's loeai curr en cy based unon the 
buyer's intbrmation. (Appiication. page 11, lines 4-13; grand total includes "'processing fee", 
page 14, lines '->-12: iine 21 - page 1 5, line 9; ]vigc 3 6, line 23 - page 1 7, line 5; page 1^), line 6 ~ 
page 20, line 2; MG. ?, steps H)8. 1 16, 120; FIG. 3. siep 134; ^'grand total" Field 204 dispiayed To 
a buyer is shown in FiG. 6B). 

.Mier the required grand total amount due Oon! the buyer is determined, the n:ione\ 
transfer sy.stem 42 communicates payment instruction infonnaiion (FIG. 6B. hC. 6D) that 
comprises the grand total amount and the transaction nuinher to the seller computer sysienj lor 
di.'Jplaying payment instixietions to the buyer computcj- sysient. {Application, page 14. lines \ 4 - 
20; page 1*^. lines 12-17: FIG. 3 operation 134) 

Further .still, the money transier system is operati\'c (bi .storing a unique pavment request 
nicord ctnnprising the grand total amount and the unique Iransaetion record m a staghig area 44 
(FKj, 1 ) associated with the mone> transfer system 42, wherein the payment request record 
as:-,ociated witli the unique transaction numbei is retrieved from the staging area in response lo 
i-eceipt of the unique transaction number from a payment location local computer, (Application, 
page 9, lines 1.-^-23 '"eiectroiiic payment request''; page 10. line 22 - page IF line 3 '-record of 
transaction": page 25, iine 4 - page 26. line 15; FIG. I ). 

Imrther, the monev iransfer system 42 is openativc to communicate information associated 
with the payment request record to I he payment location for collecting the grand total amomU 
from the buyer. { Sec same citaiiuns as prc\ ious paragraph ), Adchtionally. the money transfer 
system 42 is operatise to receive a " payment made'" messag e (FIG, 9, step 252 "payment 
eonjirmatioii) from the payment location local computer in response to tender of payiiicnt in the 
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gnuid total iunoimt by buyer ai the paymenL locanon, and in response to receipt oftbe 
''paymeiii iiiadc"' ]iiessai;e twm ihe pa>nienl losjatinn local computer, tijc money tranylcr system 
is operaihe to comminiicate a message illO. 9, step 2.^6) to ihe seller coinputcr system that 
payoK-nt has been aciuaHy made at a payment locatioii. (Appiieation. page 24, hnes 0-13; I'iO. 
0; page 2!\ Hne 16 ~ page 27, line 0; FlCr *>, lo).
